inethod of attructing the attention of the 
person to whom it is wished fo send a 
message, and the dittioulty of conneoting 
the telephones themaelves with the inter- 
mediate..wire or one length of wire with 
another; but in the instruments lately tried 
these difficulties have been overcome, Each 
.telophone is 20 centimetres, or about 8 in., 
high; the diameter of the lower part, in 
which is. tho coil of wire with some 1,600 


turns, being 12 centimetres, or something 


less than 65 in,’ Tho opening in front of 
the diso is 2 centimetres wide, and into 
-thia-tits o—trumpet,-7-centimetres—long-and - 
2} centimetres in diametor, which, when the 
disc of the telephone ot the other end of the 
wirg is blown upon, strongly gives ouf a 
loud note which can be plainly heard from 
twenty to thirty paces away from the inst- 
rument. Another improvement introduced 
cunsists of an arrangement for turning the 
magnet of the telephone into tho position 
which renders the words transmitted 
very clear and distinct, so that whatever
